POOR A MURDERER. 


Confessed to the Killing of J 
T. Adams Yesterday. 


SAYS HE HAD A QUARREL 


Then He Bra ined His Co mpa nio n With 
An Ax a nd Secreted His Bo dy 
By the Ro a dside. 


In the Benton county jail at 
W arsaw , about 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, 
A nthony Poor, 
alias 
“ D utch” Poor, confessed to the 
murder of John T. Adams,as it was 
predicted 
b y the 
D e m o c r a t he 
would when he was taken in cus­ 
tody eight miles north of W arsaw 
early Thursday morning. 
The confession was made to D. 
Brunjes, prosecuting attorney of 
Benton county, 
and 
John 
W. 
Robertson, 
prosecuting 
attorney 
of Hickory county, and was duly 
signed by Poor, after which the 
prisoner was secretly removed from 
jail, as it was feared there might 
be an attempt to lynch him when 
the fact of the confession became 
known around town. 
W here the prisoner was taken is 
known only to the officers who ac­ 
companied him, but it is thought 
he was first conveyed to the home 
of his father-in-law, a man named 
H ow ard, who resides eight miles 
north of W arsaw , 
where 
Mrs. 
Poor is at present stopping. 
Poor begged to be taken to his 
wife, and the promise was given 
that he should see her after the 
confession was reduced to writing, 
but it is almost certain he was re­ 
moved to a place of safety after he 
was granted 
an interview with 
her. 


possession 
when 
arrested, 
but 
claimed he had purchased it of 
Adams when he parted company 
with him at Humansville the latter 
part of June. 
As soon as the excitement dies 
down somewhat Poor will be taken 
to Hickory county for trial. 
He 
is 31 years old and was formerly 
employed as a tie cutter in Hickory 
county. 
Adams left Chandler, Ok., six 
weeks ago for Hickory county, 
where his father resides, and took 
Poor, with 
whom he 
was only 
slightly 
acquainted, along 
as 
a 
companion. 
It is believed at W arsaw that 
when all the facts are known it 
will he shown that Poor killed 
Adams while he was asleep, his 
one object being to become pos­ 
sessed of his property. 
T hat it was a cold-blooded m ur­ 
der will be shown to the jury most 
conclusively when the trial takes 
place at Hermitage.

In his confession Poor goes over 
the territory traveled from the 
time he and Adam s left Chandler, 
O k., six weeks ago, up to June 
21, last. 
O n that day, Poor says, 
he had 
a quarrel with Adams in Hickory 


countV) 35 miles south of W^arsaw, 
but w hat it was 
about was not 
known 
to the 
D e m o c r a t ’ s in­ 
formant. 
Fearing for his life. Poor says be 
seized an ax and brained Adams, 
but his body was not otherwise 
mutilated. 
His first intention, he says, was 
to surrender to the authorities, but 
he feared his story would not be 
believed, so he loaded the body in 
A dam s’ wagon and struck out for 
W arsaw , it being his intention to 
surrender on arrival there. 
The further he traveled the more 
deeply the crime weighed upon his j 
mind, but at last he reached the 
conclusion that it would not be 
safe for him to confess the killing 
and surrender to the authorities of 
Benton county. 
Thus believing, he secreted the 
body by the side of the road, where 
it was found last Sunday, and his 
arrest followed Thursday morn­ 


ing.

THE NEW RAILWAY 


Sedalian Talked With Colorado 
Line Manager. 


BÜ1LU TO KANSAS CITY. 


Whether By Sedalia Or Clinton Will 
Not Be Decided Until the 1st 
Of November. 


J, M. Offield, the shoe merchant, 
was in St. Louis the past week, 
and while there had a conference 
with Mr. Geo. L. Sands, superin­ 
tendent and general manager of 
what is now called the Colorado 
line, and formerly known as the 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Colo­ 
rado railway, the original survey 
of which ran through Sedalia, en 
route from St. Louis to Kansas 
City. 
John Sculiin, years ago a resi­ 
dent of Sedalia, but now one of 
the wealthiest men of St. Louis, 
is financially interested in the new 
road, and Mr. Offield first called at 
his office in the hope of learning 
something from him in regard to 
Sedalia’s chances of securing the 
line. 
Ml. Sculiin was not in, how­ 
ever, but his chief clerk directed 
Mr. Offield to call upon Supt. 
Sands, 
who 
would no doubt be 
pleased to furnish the desired in­ 
formation. 
Mr. Offield did as directed, and 
recognized in Supt. Sands an old 
friend whom he had known years 
ago in Texas, wlien he was con­ 
nected with the Texas and Facitic 
railway as superintendent of con­ 
struction. 
“ Yes, we are going to build to 
K.'insas C ity ,” 
said Mr. Sands, 
“ but it will probably be the first 
of November 
before we decide 
whether we will run via Sedalia 
or Clinton from Versailles west­ 
ward. 
“ Our engineer, Mr. Marvin, was 
at Versailles Tuesday, having run 
the 
survey 
to there 
from 
the 
Gasconade river, to wdiich point 
the contract has been let and the 
road is being extended westward 
from Union, in Franklin county. 
“ W e will soon let llie contract 
for the further extension of the 
line from the Gasconade to Ver­ 
sailles, and in the meantime will 
decide whether to build via Sedalia 
or Clinton from Versailles to K an­ 
sas C ity .” 
Mr. Offield saw an opportunity 
to get in a good word for Sedalia 
w ith 
his old-time friend and he 
didn’t 
fail to improve it. 
He 
called Mr. Sands’ attention to the 
fact that Sedalia is a city of almost 
20,000 people, in the center of a 
rich agricultural, cattle, fruit and 
mineral country, and offered ad­ 
vantages that it would be impossi­ 
ble for Clinton to come any way 
near duplicating. 
Particular stress was laid by Mr. 
Offield upon the fact that the Mis­ 
souri State Fair has been located 
here, and it would be only a few 
years until it would rival the state 
fairs of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 
The establishment of two shoe 
factories here was also called to 
Mr. Sands’ 
attention, and there 
was nothing overlooked by the 
genial Sedalian that was calculated 
to inspire the general manager fa­ 
vorably witli the Queen City of the 
Prairies. 
Mr. Offield returned home firmly 
convinced that the Colorado road 
is to be extended to Kansas City 
this fall and winter, and it is his 
belief that the Business M en’s club 
should appoint a strong committee 
to lay before the railway manage­ 
ment the advantages possessed by 
the Prairie Queen over Clinton. 
Mr. Sands is a veteran in the 
railway service, and when con­ 
nected with the Texas and Pacific 
road 
was considered one of the 
shrewdest officials in the Lone 
Star state.

for gra nte d tha t all A m e ric a n citi­ 
zens w ill w ithd r a w 
from C hiua 
tem p orarily or tak e retuge in some 
seaport w here they can be p ro­ 
tected by A m e ric a n ships until the 
ex citem ent is over. 
“ If the C hinese governm e nt has 
tried in good faith to protect our 
citizens, suitable p unishm ent for 
the guilty and rep aration and in­ 
d em nity for those w ho have suf­ 
fered can doubtless be secured. 
If, 
upon investigation, it is found tha t 
the C hinese governm e nt has not 
acted in good faith, congress has 
the p ow e r to deal w ith the m atter. 
“ F or several y ears E urop e a n na ­ 
tions have been thre a te ning to d is­

strange tha t their am bitious

Oil Is to Be Used As Fuel for 
Engines In Future. 


B I G SAVING IN EXPENSE.

Operating officials of the Santa 
Fe railroad have decided that all 
locomotives on the line in C ali­ 
fornia shall be equipped by Oct. i 
next for the use of oil as fuel. 
It is 
not known definitely at this time 
how many engines will be affected, 
but the road figures on consuming 
about 720,000 barrels of oil an- 
nually. 
A n expenditure of $25,- 


000 will be made in equipping the 
locomotives. 
For about six years the Santa Fe 
has used more or less oil as fuel in 
California, all engines operating 
between The Needles and Bakers­ 
field having been 
oil 
consumers 
since Jan. i last. 
The 
decision of the operating! 
officials will mean an extension of 
the method to include the opera­ 
tion of the train pullers used be­ 
tween T he Needles and Barstow, 
one end of the recently completed 
extension which gave to the Santa 
Fe the only one-road route between 
Chicago and San Francisco. 
The 
use of coal was first abandoned on 
a few engines used in unimportant 
traffic in the southern part of the 
Golden 
state. 
The 
experiment 
proved to be a success from the 
start, and oil as a fuel soon was 
the order of things in the most im­ 
portant traffic in the state. 
The road within 
the 
last 
few 
days contracted for the 
construc­ 
tion of three monster 
steel tanks 
for holding oil. 
One will be lo­ 
cated at The Needles, another at 
Barstow and the

The Br itish mar ines wer e sent to

official tr easur y, wher e over 
3,000,000 taels wer e known to be 
stor ed. 
The mar ines guar ded the 
wr ong place and when the r ightful 
tr easur y was found, near ly all the 
silver had been stolen.

occasions as that of yester day. 
He added that he did not ap­ 
pr ove the custom of detailing the 
civil war in 
vogue 
in 
souther n 
school histor ies and declar ed that 
it r evived bitter ness and pr ejudice 
with the r ising gener ation, wher eas 
a discr eet silence would be judi­ 


cious. 
A t the close of his speech Gen­ 
er al Shaw was given an ovation, 
but Gener al Gor don immediately 
mounted the platfor m and in clar ­ 
ion tones took issue with the sen­ 
timents expr essed by the G. A . R . 
commander as outlined above. 
He 
pr efaced his speech by declar ing 
that he had the utmost love and 
r espect for Gener al Shaw, but that 
he could not silently submit to hav­ 
ing his childr en taught that their 
father s wer e in er r or in suppor ting 
the confeder ate side. 
He declar ed that in the sight of 
God 
a n l to 
their own 
honest 
convictions the confeder ates wer e 
r ight in the 6o’ s, and they wer e 
not yet willing to admit that they 
wer e wr ong. 
They wer e pr oud of 
the fact that they had suppor ted 
the confeder acy and he, for one, 
wouid take car e that his childr en 
and 
gr andchildr en 
imbibed the 
same views. 
He was not less an 
Amer ican 
at 
pr esent for

opinions, he said, but the souther n­ 
er s could not blot out the histor y 
of the civil war fr om the minds of 
their childr en without stultifying 
manhood.
